on the trade of 
the

Rushvilie can al-o boast of a large 
commuter's trade. 
Towns along the 
interurban lines and 
the 
railroads 
send their daily contingent t<> Rush- 
villle to shop. 
The country cross­ 
roads stores do not flourish as they 
once did . The country people 
can 
reach tin* larger centers of trade so 
ea-ily by catching an interurban or 
jumping unto the automobile 
and 
eome ten or twelve miles while the 
average 
person who 
lives 
at the 
edge of Rushvilie i- walking to the 
business center of the city. 


Surface Scratched 


There were in the United Siate- 
ln-‘ year 2,249,0(10 miles of public 
roads only 10 per cent 
of which 
are classed 
as “ improved 
road-.” 
Lust year the expenditures on 
a c ­ 
count of road construction, includ­ 
ing the estimated value of convict 
labor 
made by 
States, 
counties, 
townships and districts aggregated 
about $2.45,000,000. 
Ten years ago 
the expenditures 
mi this 
account 
amounted to approximately $79,000,- 
000 and the difference between these 
two sums shows that there has been 
a great advance in the demand for 
improved public highways. 
But with 
90 per e< nt of the roads of the c< un- 
try over which the people travel and 
do business, unimproved, it is d e a r 
that so far the surface has scarcely 
been -eratched. 
In the German Km- 
pirc in Europe, which cover- le.-- 
territory than the single American 
State of Texas, 
there are 
40 O O u 
miles of State road and in P m --ia 
alone the annua! expenditure on the 
public roads amount io $45,000,000. 
in England and Wales, less in area, 
than the State of Florida, there art* 
150,908 miles 
of public roads, oi 
which 27.820. mile- arc what arc 
called “main roads” 
and 
124».082 
miles are included under the de.-’agn­ 
ation “ other than main roads.” Five 
years ago the local 
authorities in 
England and Wales 
expended

which amounted to $7,910,904, >42,- 
198,000.

Florida, according to

there a n 1.752 miles of what 
are 
called “improved roads.’’ 
However 
odious comparisons may be, thev are 
useful at times to show how far be­ 
hind the rest of the civilized world 
the 1 nited States are in taking care 
of the most 
important 
economic 
problem with which they must deal 
if the 
immense 
resources 
of the 
country are to be developed.

Christ's religion ¡is the only 
God-given religion and consequently 
the only one that meets the wants of 
poor, fallen man. 
There is nothing 
in the universe more reasonable than 
the requirements of Christ in

Gospel. 
And there is nothing more 
unreasonable than the conduct 
of 
those who refuse 
to comply 
with 
the requirements of Jesus Christ. 
J. H. O. Smith’s sermon at 
the 
Main Street Christian church 
was 
from the text, “ What then shall 1 
do when God ariseth up and wiien 
He visiieth, what shall 
I answer 
Him?;’ 
He said 
in p art 
as fol­ 
lows: 
“During the life of 
Christ upon 
earth he aroused the most intense 
opposition from the leaders of llis 
people. 
This 
increased 
until His 
enemies brought about ilis 
death. 
Now we are proud of Him and call 
His influence civilization. 
But there 
are 
those who refuse to submit to 
His teachings or to unite with His 
church. 
“ Some excuse themselves by sa y ­ 
ing that there are so many imper­ 
fect members of the church. 
Some 
business men fail, bankers and cash­ 
iers sometimes stumble, jurists fall, 
but we do not centure these fallings 
because of the failure of the few.

()xford. 
“ So there may be exceptional men 
outside of the church who seeming­ 
ly accomplish more than some inside 
of the church, but this i- no argu­ 
ment against the divine institution, 
instituted by Christ and Ilis apost­ 
les for the redemption of the world. 
“ VV lien we stand before God for 
judgement we will not excuse 
our- 
elves because -orne others did not 
do their duty. 
There are no new ob­ 
ligation- upon us when joining 
the 
church. 
The obligation was there 
before, 
to live 
in harmony 
with 
God’s laws and to join with our ft* I - 
lowmen in helping others. 
Not be- 
eause we are church members, but 
because we are men we are subject 
to reward or punishment as we obey 
or disobey God’s laws. 
“ The debauchee might say, 1 never 
promised to obey the law- of tem­ 
perance and purity, 
but 
that does 
not lessen the pain of the penalty 
which the diseased body suffers. We 
escape no law by refusing obedience. 
\\ e escape no duty by remaining out 
ot the church. 
The excuses we make 
to ourselves and others for refusing 
to obey God will not be made when 
we stand before Him.”

It is al- 
leged that Mrs. Glendenning insisted 
that Mr. and Mrs. Hardin live with 
her following their marriage 
and 


that she arranged for it. 


The -complaint stated that the 


defendant was 
so,attached to her 


daughter, after the marriage, that 
she would not allow her even to sleep

without' her and the defendant in- 
sisted upon and-^id,/sleep -with the 
plaintiff an'd' hiswifc a large portion 
of Ilie time after they *ere married, 
and refused to allow her daughter' 
to leave her either day or night/' 


Mrs. Glendenning's two sons arc 


also blamed for causing the break 
in their domestic relations.

Motorists figure that "things have 


been breaking their way." The oc- 
casion for that glad feeling is the 
fact that crude oil is just begin- 
ning to go lip and that there will be 
a subsequent rise in the price of 
gasoline just at the time when the 
fall touring season is drawing to a 
close. 


Automobilists generally feel that 


they have been "putting something 
'over" on the refineries- this summer 
because of the excessively low price 
of gasoline, but, on tlie other hand, 
it is, calculated that the refineries 
were in touch with the situation and 
knew just what, was happening. The 
falling off of the export trade due to 
the war is advanced as -a cause -for 
the low price of oil the last summer.

During-the winter months the sale 


of gasoline to motorists is greatly 
reduced, especially in the smaller

condition all 'the year, cars are used 
largely for commercial purpose- i.nd 
long tours 'are taboo. 


The price of gasoline has 
been 


climbing steadily all summer but the 
increase was so slight that not many 
noticed it. 
Early in the summer, 


just after -the weather settled down 
to accommodate motorists, the price 
of gasoline was nine and one-half 
cents a gallon 
wholesale. A -few 


weeks Inter it jumped 
to thirteen 


and a half cent a gallon wholesale. 
At that price the retailers had to 
charge fifteen cents. 


Another jump of a penny a gallon 


or perhaps more is expected within 
a week or ten days due to the ad- 
vance in crude oil. The price of the

Business"" in the oil fields hns been 
stagnant and consequently the re- 
fineries had to pay a better price.

ago but the Standard Oil company 
remained stationary. However, this 
week the latter company ordered the 
new nrices into effect and they are 
expected to rule on the whole mar- 
kfct.

Surface Scratched 


There were in the United State 


last year 2,240,000 miles of public 
roads only 10 per cent 
of which 


are classed 
as "improved , road.s.' 


Last year the expenditures on ac- 
count of road construction, includ- 
ing the estimated value of convici 
labor, made by States, 
counties 


townships and districts aggregated 
about $235,000,000. Ten years ago 
the expenditures on this 
account 


amounted to approximately $79,000,- 
000 and the difference between these 
two sums shows that there has been 
a great advance in the demand for 
improved public highways. But with 
90 per cent of the roads of the coun- 
try over which the people travel and 
do business, unimproved, it is. clear 
that so far thb surface has scarcely 
been scratched. In the German Em- 
pire in Europe, which covers less 
territory than the single American 
State of Texas, there are 
36,000 


miles of State road and in Prussia 
alone the annual expenditure on the 
public roads amount to $35.000,000. 
In England and Wales, less in area, 
than the State of Florida, there arc 
150,908 miles 
of public roads, of 


which 27,826, miles are what :ire 
called "main roads" and 
123,082 


miles are included under the desiini- 
ation "other than main roads." Five 
years ago the local authorities in 
England and Wales expended 
on 


these roads, not 
including 
loans 


which amounted to $7,916,964, $32,- 
498,000. 
In Florida, according to 


the latest 
available 
information 


there are 1,752 miles of what are 
called "improved roads." However 
odious comparisons may be, they are 
useful at times to show how far be- 
hind the rest of the civilized world 
the United States are in taking care 
of the most important 
economic 


problem with which they must deal 
if the immense 
resources 
of the 


epuntry are to be developed.

balance for September, due to war 
orders, the New York Journal of 
Commerce observes that a princi- 
pal means of paying it .off is through 
the sale of American securities now 
held abroad.

THE NEWS OF SUMTER
